his catalog is filled with anime 

and manga, or, for the uninitiated, 

Japanese animation and comics. 
Some of the best animation and comics 
work in the world today is being done in 
Japan, and the cream of the crop is 
brought into the U.S. by a number of dif- 
ferent video and comics publishers. 


Since the early 1980s, comics have 
accounted for 27% or more of the total 
books and magazines published in Japan. 
Over 1.5 billion comics are sold annually 
in a nation with a population half that of 
the U.S. In America, comic titles selling 
over one million copies are the exception, 
while in Japan such circulation weekly is 
the norm. In addition, over 30 animated 
TV shows are presented each week, and 
dozens of original anime videos (OAVs) 
are released each year. Clearly, cartoons 
and comics are a more widely accepted 
medium in Japan than they are here. 


There are several reasons for the 
greater acceptance of comics in Japan. 
First, most Japanese comics are creator- 
owned or controlled, making for a conti- 
nuity of story and an attention to quality 
not found in many company-owned prop- 
erties. Stories are more self-contained. 
Second, the pacing of Japanese comics 
provides a more visual medium—the pic- 
tures are the story, unlike in American 
comics which are seen as overly wordy 
or mere extended fight scenes—which 
also makes them easy to turn into animat- 
ed cartoons. Osamu Tetzuka, the father 
of Japanese comics, described his own 
efforts as an attempt to produce a mod- 
ern hieroglyphic. Third, Japanese comics 
are targeted at all elements of the popu- 
lation, young and old, men and women. 


Frederik Schodt’s classic study of the 
Japanese comics boom, Manga, Manga, 
is recommended for anyone interested in 
finding out more about the phenomenon. 


The popularity of Japanese animation 
(“Japanimation” to its fans and “anime” 
to purists) rivals that of manga. What is 
the attraction of these cartoons? Fred 
Patten of Streamline Pictures summed it 
up rather succinctly: “Basically, they're 
exciting and adventurous, while most 
American animation is still designed to 
pass approval by the watchdog groups 
who monitor TV programming for chil- 
dren. Japanese animation...is for fans of 
science fiction and horror movies such as 
Star Wars, Aliens, and The Terminator. 
Adults in their older teens, twenties, and 
thirties who feel that they have outgrown 
Saturday morning TV and Care Bears 
movies, but who still enjoy Marvel Comics 
and movies such as Blade Runner, Die 
Hard, and Batman, are finding that they 
can get these on Japanimation videos, 
where the animation medium permits 
spectacular special effects.”

Nobody in the comics or video business 
has our selection—and we're adding to it 
all the time. 


At a time in our society when under- 
standing and respect for others is vital, 
Japanese comics and animation provide 
regular glances into aspects of Japan’s 
culture. The fascination with manga and 
anime in America also points to the inter- 
national, almost universal appeal of 
comics and animation as entertainment 
and as a mirror of society.
